Asset limitations 
change for 
elderly housing 


The Andover Housing Authority 
recently announced that asset limita- 
tions have increased for admission to 
state-aided elderly housing, 

Asset limits have been increased 
through an Andover Housing Authori- 
ty requested waiver, which was 


approved by the Executive Office of 


Communities and Development. Single 
elderly people with less than $45,864 in 
assets and couples with less than 
$55,008 may be eligible for state-aided 
housing. The age eligibility remains at 
62 and income limits continue to be 
$19,488 for one person and $22,272 for 
two people. 

Preference is given to Andover resi- 
dents. 


Citizens who meet these revised 
guidelines should contact the authori- 
ty at 475-2365, The Andover Housing 
Authority manages 218 units of elderly 
housing at Chestnut Court, Grandview 
Terrace, Frye Circle and Stowe Court 
and is accepting applications for antici- 
pated vacancies.

Benson fund 
started

A fund has been set up at Andover 
Bank for John Benson, the Andover 
man burned on over 88 percent of his 
body in a car crash two months ago, 

The fund was set up by members of 
West Parish Church to help offset the 
costs of Mr. Benson's rehabilitation, 
according to Palla Schreurs, a church 
member. 

“There's been a growing feeling in 
the church that we should have a fund 
for John, because John grew up in the 
church,” Ms. Schreurs said Tuesday. 

“Anyone may deposit into this by 
just saying the John Benson Fund,” 
Ms. Schreurs said. “Sue (Benson, 
John's mother) will be the only one 
that can take money out.” 

Ms. Schreurs was also Mr, Benson’s 
Sunday School teacher when he was 
younger. 

There has been some talk of a bean 
Supper and possibly a dance being held 
to benefit the fund, according to Ms. 
Schreurs. 

Mr. Benson, 19, of 5 Lowell St., has 
been upgraded to fair condition at the 
University of Massachusetts Medical 
Center in Worcester where he has been 
since the accident. He is scheduled for 
one more skin graft operation, but may 
be moved to a rehabilitation hospital 
within a month, according to his moth 
er. He will then need about three 
months in rehabilitation before he can 
go home, 

The 1991 Andover High School grad- 
uate was burned when his car went off 
Interstate 93 northbound south of Low- 
ell Street at about 4 a.m. on Wednes 
day, Jan, 15.

Local seminar will be on 
Britain’s political economy 


Dr. Douglas Mair of Heriot-Watt 
University in Scotland will present a 
seminar on Britain’s political econo- 
my at Merrimack College in North 
Andover Wednesday, April 1. 

The seminar will include a discus: 
sion on Britain’s poll tax, introduced 
in 1990 to replace property taxes to 
finance local governments, 

Dr. Mair says the tax “precipitated 
a level of civil disobedience unprece- 
dented in British fiscal history.” It 
contributed to the fall of the Thatcher 
government and provoked a call for 
tax reform. The Conservative and 
Labor parties are staking out ground 
on the issue of tax reform in prepara- 
tion for the elections in April. 

A poll tax, “head” tax, is levied on 
adults of a household. According to 
researchers at London's Institute for 
Fiscal Studies, it shifts tax burdens 
from southern regions in Britain to 
the north and makes lower-income 
households bear the burden of financ-

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Loaded gun found in car

Andover police were expected to file more 
charges Wednesday against three accused 
kidnappers arrested in Elm Square three 
weeks ago after they found a fully loaded 
hand gun in the car the men were in when 
they were stopped. 

Detective James Haggerty found a black, 
9mm semi-automatic handgun stuffed into 
the rear seat of the car. The gun had seven 
shots in it including one in the chamber, 
according to Detective Kevin Burke. 

“The weapon was secreted in such a way 
that it was almost impossible to detect with 
out dismantling the entire rear of the car,” 
Detective Burke said. 


The three New York men, all suspected 
illegal aliens, were arrested at gunpoint out: 
side Elm Square three weeks ago for alleged 
ly kidnapping and beating a fourth man ina 
drug-related incident. 


Charged were Faber Octavio Garcia, also 
known as Faber Octavio Ramerez, 22, of 
Queens, N.Y, and Columbia; Jose Amable 
Perez, 27, of Brooklyn, N.Y., and Santo 
Domingo; and Rodriguez Manuel Sanchez, 
29, of Brooklyn and Puerto Rico. 

They were released from jail last week 
without bail. 

Andover detectives this week said they 
hoped the new charges would be enough to 
hold the men when the three showed up fora 
scheduled probable cause hearing Wednes 
day, March 18, after the Townsman went to 
press 


One of the men, Mr. Garcia, missed a pro 
bation appointment this week, according to 
police, 

“They're going to be charged, whether 
they’re here or not,” Detective Burke said. 

Leonel Mondragon, 47, of Flushing, N-Y., 
and Columbia, was allegedly pushed from a 
car on Reservation Road on Feb. 24 after he 
was allegedly beaten by three men who were 
trying to recover drug money he allegedly 
had stolen from them. A short time later, 
using information given to them by Mr. 
Mondragon, the three suspects were stopped 
and arrested at the Texaco gas station on 
North Main Street, but a black gun described 
by Mr. Mondragon was not found. 

Iiverything else Mr. Mondragon had told 
police was found to be true, so the missing 
gun bothered Detective Haggerty. Police 
feared the gun might have been thrown out 
of the car somewhere in West Andover, but 
were also bothered by the fact that no one 
came to claim the brown Datsun, which 
belonged to a cousin of one of the men. 

“We went all over the thing,” Detective 
Burke said. 


Detective Haggerty finally got lucky and 
dug out the gun from between pieces of foam 
padding. 

Police were able to get prints of one of the 
three suspects off the gun. The serial num- 
bers had been filed off, which would add to 
the several new charges, according to Detec:- 
tive Burke. 

“They will all be charged,” Detective 
Burke said.

It’s Middle Level Education Week 
Principals: Why 
middle schools?

Editor’s note: Dr. Campbell is 
principal of West Middle School, 
and Mr. McManus, acting princi- 
pal of Doherty Middle School. 

Gov. William Weld has desig- 
nated March 15-21 Middle Level 
Education Week, a week for hon- 
oring middle school students and 
the people who work in their 
schools. Given the unique and 
complex characteristics of mid- 
dle school students, it is entirely 
appropriate that attention be giv- 
en to them. 

The term “middle level” has 
different meanings for people, 
and the grade configurations 
may vary from one locality to 
another. 

While Andover uses grades 
six to eight for its middle-level 
designation, other school sys- 
tems, for various reasons, may 
use other grades. 

More important than grade 
levels are the philosophy and 
program in the school. 

Middle-level students, approx- 
imately ages 11 to 14, possess 
physical, emotional, social and 
intellectual traits that conspire 
to make life both miserable and 
exciting for them. 

Changes are occurring at such 
rapid rates that parents, teachers 
and the students themselves 
have trouble keeping up. Exam- 
ples include the reliance on 
friends rather than parents for 
confidences and close compan- 
ionship; rapid physical growth 
spurts that affect students in oth- 
er ways as well; a “leveling out” 


of brain growth that makes deal- 
ing with abstractions difficult for 
many; and an often fragile self- 
esteem that is easily shattered. 

Across the nation many 
school systems are moving 
toward middle school programs 
that include elements that help 
us to use what we know about 
students in creative ways. 

Andover is in its fourth year 
of such a change. Given what we 
know about middle-level stu- 
dents, we have adopted a team 
approach, in which students are 
clustered with a team of teachers 
for most of the day. 

Other elements include an 
exploratory or integrated arts 
program in which students can 
dabble briefly in programs with- 
out having to make full-year 
commitments to them. 

Adviser/advisee programs 
assure that all students have an 
adult as an adviser who works 
with a small group of students 
one or more times a week. A full 
contingent of after-school activi- 
ties, such as clubs and intramu- 
ral sports, is available for all who 
want to participate. 

Instruction at its best relies 
much less on “telling” students 
than on hands-on activities and 
cooperative learning groups that 
take advantage of the social ele- 
ments important to students. 

The challenge for all of us is to 
help students to develop the full 
extent of their intellectual capac- 
ity, to learn skills for today’s and 
tomorrow’s world, and to build 
and maintain the self-esteem 
necessary for success. 


Andover High scientists place in state contest 


Andover High School's science team 
continued its finest year in competi- 
tion with a fifth-place finish in a state 
meet at Boston University. 

The Massachusetts Science Olym- 
piad was held at BU for the sixth year. 
Andover High was among 39 high 
schools in the contest. The meet con- 
sists of 19 events with each school rep- 
resented by two or four students. 

Events consisted of three types: 

- Building a device (an engineering 
task) such as a bridge with minimum 
weight that supports a maximum load. 
Andover's freshman team of Gaurav 


Gupta and Pulin Patel won sixth place 
with a bridge that weighed 13 grams 
and supported 15 kilograms before 
breaking. 

The senior team of Michelle Hebert, 
Lynn Kim and Jenn Galvin built musi- 
cal instruments, arranged a composi- 
tion, performed the piece on their harp, 
tambourine and test tube flute, and 
explained the physics of the sound to a 
panel of judges. They placed eighth in 
the competition.

She received a silver medal, much like 
the Olympics honor, 

Ms. Koch and Lena Tsibulevsky 
received a ‘fourth place in the anatomy 
event. They had to identify tissue and 
organs from 24 dissected specimens. 
They also took a seventh in the cell 
biology event. 

Dave Bevacqua and Navin Kul- 
shreshtha solved a problem in metric 
measurement and estimation to earn a 
third-place bronze medal. 

Ms. Galvin and Mr. Kulshreshtha 
received an eighth place for identifying 
rocks and minerals from 25 samples: 


» Performing laboratory experi- 
ments that were not rehearsed but 
dependent on basic skills. The physics 
team of Eric Behling and Ben Mazin 
solved a laser beam and lens experi- 
ment. They did the best of Andover’s 
20-student team with a first place. 

One of the more interesting events 
involved the skills of communicating. 
Ms. Hebert and Matt Chapin wrote a 
description of a building made of Popsi- 
cle sticks. Their description was then 
given to Ms. Galvin and Marc Elzweig, 
who had to duplicate the building. The 
team scored seventh.

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West Middle boy had knife in bookbag 


Boy suspended 5 days

A West Middle School eighth 
grade boy was suspended for five 
days Wednesday, March 11, after 
he brought a 10-inch military 
style knife to school. Sam Camp 
bell, WMS principal, said the boy 
had the knife in his bookbag and 
Was carrying it during the school 
day, 


The point of the knife was pro 
truding through the boy’s book 
bag and cut another student's leg 
when the two were walking in 
the hallway. 

The police were contacted and 
went to the school to fill out a 
report.The boy with the knife 
tried to hide the knife in his lock- 
er, but school administrators 
searched the boy’s locker and 
found the knife, said Mark 


McQuillan, superintendent of 


schools. 


Dr. Campbell said the eighth- 
grader’s parents were notified 
and the boy was suspended for 
five school days. 


“It is a concern any time a stu 
dent brings a weapon to school,” 
said Dr, Campbell. 


“We didn’t feel it was neces 
sary to hold student assembly 
and announce the incident to the 
entire student body. We felt we 
handled it in the appropriate 
manner by notifying the police 
the both boys’ parents and sus 
pending the student with the 
knife,” he said. 


According to Dr. Campbell, 
the boy told administrators he 
brought the knife in to show his 
friends. The boy had no inten- 
tion of using the knife in any vio- 
lent manner, Dr. Campbell said. 


Dr. McQuillan said he was sat- 
isfied with the action taken by 
the WMS administration, 
Although Dr. McQuillan said he 
did not consider the incident at 
WMS to be “full blown problem,”

because the student's intent 
wasn’t to hurt anyone, he 
stressed, “There is no excuse for 
bringing a knife or any other 
weapon to school.” 


Dr. Campbell, who took over 
as WMS principal this fall, previ- 
ously worked as school adminis 
trator in Franklin County, Va. 
He said his former school dis 
trict had many more problems 
than he understands Andover 
has ever had and he hopes it 
remains that way, 


Other incidents 

According to Dr. McQuillan, 
there have been a few incidents 
this year when students were 
suspended for bringing weapons 
to school, 

Two months ago, a Doherty 
Middle School student was sus- 
pended for setting another stu- 
dent's hair on fire with a butane 
lighter. According to Dr. McQuil- 
lan, school administration as 
well as counseling officials met 
with the boy and his parents. 


Last February, a student was 
suspended for making a martial 
arts-styled throwing star in shop 
class. 


In the past 14 months, accord: 
ing to the superintendent, there 
have been three fights at 
Andover High School, one in 
which a knife was involved, In 
each case the students were sus- 
pended.

The Department of Public Works 
budget for next year retains the pre- 
sent staff but, like all other town 
department budgets, does not include 
any salary increases. 

Bob McQuade, DPW director, said 
he is foregoing replacement of highway 
equipment to maintain positions at 


present salary levels, and hopes DPW 
union members understand that, when 
they negotiate a new contract, which is 
due July 1. 

“I’m fighting like a son of a gun to 
hang on to the positions I have,” Mr, 
McQuade said. “I’m getting so that, if I 
have to cut anymore, (I'll have to) get 
rid of the whole department. They’re 
going to have to listen, This is the only 
way to survive,” 

Jerome Welch, DPW workers’ union 
head, said union members understand 
the town is tight on money and he is 
not optimistic about even cost-of-living 


raises, 


“We're looking for a fair contract. I 
don’t think we’re looking for anything 
out of the ordinary,” Mr. Welch said 
this week. 

Mr, Welch fears the three years of 


the money. Certainly a lean year on 
cost-of-living increases is coming.” ~* 
At the same time, Buzz Stapezynski, 


town manager, and the Board of Select- 


men are looking at the feasibility of 


back pay due police patrolmen for their 


pending contract, and the $70,000 to 
$90,000 settlement Patrolman Thomas 
Siopes just won from the town for his 
discrimination suit, may reduce any 
chance for DPW raises. 

“T think that that really is going to 
be a real big factor,” Mr. Welch said, 
“It has immediate cost ramifications. I 


privatizing some town services to save 
money. 

Mr. McQuade said private contrac: 
tors are hired when a cost analysis 
shows it benefits the town to use them, 
He doesn’t foresee any major changes 
toward privatization for the DPW in 
the near future.

Mystery women play a part 


Ms. Phillips began reading mysteries 
when she was bed-bound with mononucleo- 
sis for six months as a child, Borrowing 
books from her father’s science fiction collec- 
tion, she discovered a series of novels by 
Isaac Asimov that featured a police detective 
with a robot sidekick. In time, she graduated 
to follow teen-age crime-solvers Nancy Drew 
and Judy Boulton. 

Over the years she has also become a fan 
of feminine crime-solvers like Elizabeth 
Peters’ Amelia Peabody, a 19th-century Egyp- 
tologist, and Joan Hess’ Claire Malloy, owner 
of a bookstore. Like Nancy Drew, Judy Boul- 
ton and Agatha Christie’s Miss Marple, these 
women are not private investigators. It 
wasn't until the 1970s that female characters 
actually became PIs, 

The “new” heroines, like V.I. Warshawski 
and Kinsey Milhone, curse, shoot and sleep 
around like their male counterparts. Ms. 
Phillips feels these novels can be a healthy 
source of vicarious pleasure for women read 
ers, but calls them “fiction in the most 
extreme way.” She finds especially unrealis 
tic the way the heroines blithely interrupt 
police work and are listened to and treated 
by men as equals 

“Women who actually do detective work 
are confronted daily with discrimination,” 
she says. On Sunday, she says, “I want to get 
a discussion going on this.”

Selectman Gerald Silverman said 
last year’s override article failed 
because the money wasn’t earmarked 
for a specific fix, but was to save jobs. 

The Municipal Maintenance depart- 
ment was created in response to a lack 
of maintenance, primarily of school 
buildings, according to Mr. Silverman. 
But the School Committee over the 
years has prioritized people over main- 
tenance. His support for an article for 
funding repairs at Town Meeting 
would depend on what the Schoo] Com 
mittee asked for, according to Mr. Sil 
verman 

“How this board would react? | 
think we’d have to see what it was,” 
Mr. Silverman said. 

The comments at Monday night’s 
selectmen’s meeting came during an 
update by Buzz Stapezynski, town 
manager, on conditions at West follow- 
ing the school’s being cited for health- 
code violations last week. 

About 20 concerned parents attend 
ed the meeting and several spoke about 
maintenance problems at West and 
other schools, The parents asked the 
selectmen to intervene and help them 
get the School Committee to make the 
repairs at West.

Mr. Stapezynski told the board that 
the life-safety issues at West pointed 
out by Everett Penney, health director, 
had been, or were being, addressed. 
These included installing exit signs, 
cementing a wood box in place in the 
carpentry shop, and repairing plumb 
ing and exhaust systems in bathrooms. 
The town manager stressed additional 
work still needs to be done. 

But Frank Bellistri, of 23 Brown St., 
said the problems pointed out by the 
health director at West last week were 
more serious than Mr. Stapezynski 
was making them out to be. 

“These are health-code violations, 
not ‘issues’ and ‘areas of concern,” Mr. 
Bellistri said. 

Parents want more now 

Bob Johnston, of 269 N. Main St., 
who has three children in Andover 
schools, summed up what many resi- 
dents expressed Monday night. 

“Something has gone wrong in the 
process of how we maintain our build- 
ings,” Mr. Johnston said. 

Maria Bartlett, of 20 Bateson Drive, 
said the current problems at West are 
the result of years of neglect. 

“The school is dirty. It’s not new 
dirt. It’s dirt of long duration,” said Ms. 
Bartlett, whose daughter graduated 
from West last year and whose son cur- 
rently is in the sixth grade there. 

The DiNisco report, a 1988 study on 
school needs, said one problem with 
the heating and ventilation systems at 
West was that nobody could agree on 
whose job it was to maintain them, 
according to Ms. Bartlett. The janitors 
said it was the job of the Municipal 
Maintenance Department and the town 
workers said it was the janitors’ job. 

And that responsibility has still not 
been sorted out, Ms. Bartlett said. 

Condensation at West has caused 
the steel window frames to rust so that 
the panes fall out and teachers use 
masking tape to hold them in place, 
according to Ms. Bartlett. Parents are 
also concerned that a tar-like odor in

the industrial arts room might actually 
be something other than the tar or cre- 
osote on the wood walls, and question 
why a mechanical drawing room is left 
unusable because of a lack of ventila 
tion. 

Ms. Bartlett also expressed amaze- 
ment that the ceiling tiles of a second- 
floor girls’ bathroom have been miss- 
ing since they were damaged in a fire 
eight years ago, just because nobody 
bothered to replace them. Two lights 
hang down from the roof in the bath- 
room, she said. 

Lloyd Willey, of 5 Wedgewood Drive, 
the parent of three students, threw out 
the figure of $3 million and asked the 
board if it would support a request to 
raise that money to upgrade the 
schools. 

Selectman Bill Downs said that, on 
its own, paying a $3 million bond over 
a period of years would not be too hard 
to comprehend. But add the $3 million 
upgrade to the east wing of the town 
offices building that the School Com 
mittee is talking about, and another $3 
million to replace the Senior Center, 
and the figure is suddenly $9 million. 

Marge Bradshaw, of 4 Sioux Circle, 
said the extent of the problems at West 
give her “this overwhelming sense of 
‘where do you begin.’” 

“T think we need a plan,” Ms. Brad- 
shaw said, 

It doesn’t make sense to paint or 
replace ceiling tiles until the leaks in 
the roof, which are causing the stains, 
are fixed, she said. Parents need to see 
a comprehensive plan as to what needs 
to be done, and in what order, Ms. 
Bradshaw said. 

Mr. Stapezynski referred to page 88 
of his Capital Improvement Plan (CIP), 
approved by selectmen in December, 
which outlines a five-year, $7.2 million 
maintenance program to upgrade all 
the schools, including $1.4 million for 
fiscal '93. The genesis of page 88 was 
the DiNisco report, Mr. Stapezynski 
said. 


He gave the report to school and 
Municipal Maintenance officials and 
told them to come back with their ree 
ommendations. Of the total they came 
up with, $5.29 million is for windows 
and sealants. The other $1.91 million is 
for heating, roofs, lighting, life safety 
and air quality. 

But the CIP depends on available 
funding, and the budget proposed for 
next year includes just $900,000 for cap 
ital improvements, $540,000 in the 
schools. Of that, $130,000 is for West 
Middle School, including $60,000 for 
lighting, $60,000 for life-safety issues 
and $10,000 for air-quality upgrades. 
Laying the blame 

Selectman Charles Wesson ques- 
tioned the duties of the five custodians 
at West Middle in light of the lack of 
maintenance at the school. 

Mr. Silverman, who is the principal 
at Georgetown High School, said the 
custodians’ duties were an issue for the 
School Committee to investigate, but 
added that his school only has three 
janitors and that he could make it 
“shine” with two more. 

Richard Bowen, of 12 Bannister 
Road, a former Andover town manag: 
er, blamed the School Committee for 
not taking the CIP seriously when the 
town manager was putting it together. 
If any problems at West are not 
addressed in the CIP it is because the 
School Committee didn’t bring them to 
the attention of the town manger, Mr. 
Bowen said. 

“It's not because West Middle was 
ignored. It’s because somebody didn’t 
say, ‘Hey,’” there are problems here, 
Mr. Bowen said. 

Mr. Bowen also told the parents how 
the mayor of Philadelphia and 400 city 
employees recently gave a weekend of 
their own time to scrub and paint city 
hall, and he suggested a similar effort 
by parents might be used in the schools 
here. Mr. Silverman agreed with him 
and said many of the problems are cos- 
metic and could be fixed this summer. 

Mr. Barenboim read a section from 
the town charter that said the town 
manager is not responsible for mainte- 
nance of the schools. He and the other 
board members recommended the par- 
ents take their concerns back to the 
School Committee. 


Ms. Bartlett said parents wanted the 
support of at least a majority of three 
selectmen to take back to the Schoo] 
Committee. It appears they are close to 
getting it.

North Andover 

In the 1980s, unlike most Mas 
sachusetts communities, North 
Andover did not experience a decline 
in its elementary school enrollment. 
said Diane Huster, a member of the 
town’s School Committee 

She said the North Andover elemen 
tary school population has never in its 
history had 100 students less than it 
had at its peak. 

There are 3,461 students in the 
North Andover school system, 1,415 of 
whom attend elementary school in the 
town’s four elementary schools or the 
early childhood center, 

Because elementary classrooms had 
as many as 25 students in the first 
grade and 28 in the second grade this 
year, the administration transferred 40 
elementary students this year, said 
George Blaisdell, superintendent of 
schools. 

Larger class sizes are not only a 
result of increased enrollment at the 
elementary level, he said, they are also 
a result of budget cuts and the reduc 
tion of 85 teachers last year, 

“Our budget is $15.1 million, just 
$400,000 more than last year, said Mr, 
Blaisedell. (Andover’s school budget 
this year is $21.5 million, $437,000 less 
than the previous year.) 

“We don’t have one cent for our ath- 
letic program. It’s all users’ fees,” he 
said. 

Not only are North Andover’s ele- 
mentary schools crowded, but they are 
also old, said Ms, Huster, The Brad- 


street.School,. which houses .the early 


av hres 
eee 


childhood center, was built in 1911. The 
Thomson Elementary School was built 
in 1921, and the Kittredge Elementary 
School was built in 1949, she said. 

The early childhood center has only 
10 classrooms, plus one portable class 
room. The Thomson Elementary 
School also has 10 classrooms, plus a 
22-year-old portable, Ms. Huster said. 

In 1988 and 1989, North Andover citi 
zens defeated an override of Prop. 2 1/2 
that would have financed building a 
new elementary school, said Ms. Hus 
ter, 

She said voters at North Andover’s 
Town Meeting approved placing the 
override on the election ballot by a 
two-thirds vote both in 1988 and 1989. 
but each time it was defeated at the bal 
lot. Ms, Huster said only 17 percent of 
the eligible voters in North Andover 
have children in the public schools. (In 
Andover, officials say about 24 percent 
of the voters have children in the 
schools.) 

“If we had done this in the '80s. it 
would have cost us $4 million.” she 
said 

Ms. Huster, who has been on the 
North Andover School Committee 
since 1984, said the committee recog 
nized the need for a new elementary 
school as early as 1986, An attempt to 
put an override on the ballot was 
defeated at the town’s 1986 Town Meet 
ing 

Subsequent Town Meeting votes 
allocated $400,000 for architectural 
plans to build a new elementary school 
on town-owned land and additions to 
two other elementary schools. she said. 

In 1989, Town Meeting voters defeat 
ed the town-owned “town farm” school 
in favor of buying a $1-million piece of 
land and spending another $150,000 for 
more architectural fees for a school on 
that property. 

The second-choice new school would 
have cost $10 million, but it was defeat- 
ed in 1989 at a general election. 

Approximately $300,000 each year 
Will be freed up in North Andover’s 
operating budget beginning next year, 
because the loan to build the high 
school in 1979 will be paid off, Ms. Hus: 
ter said. 

She believes a new elementary 
school building will have a good 
chance of passing this spring because 
it will only take a vote of Town Meet- 
ing since the money is available in the 
operating budget. 

“The lesson to be learned here is 
that the School Committee and the 
selectmen have to work together.

nally proposed the committee consider a 
$50 user fee for after-school instrumental 
music programs system-wide. That fee 
would have affected all-town middle 
school jazz, orchestra and school bands, 
the high school choral, madrigal singers 
and Broadway groups and the elementary 
chamber strings group. 


The committee passed the superinten- 
dent’s $22 million budget for next fiscal 
year, that included cutting a half-time 
music teaching position. The administra- 
tion thought the $50 instrumental music 
fee could raise as much as $20,000, which 
would offset part of the music program 
cut. 


“It is a mistake to put a user fee on the 
arts and not on sports,” said Gail Derana- 
nian, 1 Dean Circle. 


“It should be all or nothing. It 
shouldn't be on a select group,” she said. 

The superintendent will present the 
committee with an after-school fee policy 
at its next meeting, Tuesday, March 24, It 
will take two votes of the School Commit- 
tee in consecutive open meetings to adopt 
a users’ fee policy and then another two 
votes in open session to implement the 
fees.

Why, many of us would like to 
understand, would it cost $10,000 to 
study the ventilation problem in the 
West Middle School’s auditorium? 

Why, we ask, can’t the job be put 
out to bid right from the beginning? 
That way potential contractors come 
into the school, study the problem, 
draw up proposals, and come up with 
an estimate of what needs to be done 
and what it will cost. 

And why, we also wonder, does the 
town have to spend $100,000 to fix the 
skylights at Bancroft School? How 
bad are the leaks? Hasn’t the prob- 
lem been there since the school 
opened? Where is the original con- 
tractor? Why has the problem been 
allowed to persist for 20 years? 

And then there’s the $250,000 
school officials originally were seek- 
ing for architectural plans for a 
school on town-owner property on 
Cross Street, but now it is unclear 
what the money is for. Apparently 
we have to wait for Town Meeting to 
understand that sam of money. 

It feels as if requests for wads of 
money for the schools are floating 
around in the Andover air, a few 
thousand here, tens of thousands 
there, and no one Knows for sure 
what the big picture looks like. What 
we believe is missing here is strong 
leadership. For instance, how did the 
West Middle School get into such 
deplorable shape? Who can tell us 
which building problem takes prece- 
dence over another? 

In light of the fact that Andover 
has a budget problem, why doesn’t 
the superintendent ask every school 
principal here to draw up a better 
list of work that needs to be done in 
each school? We asked for and were 
given a list from the superinten- 
dent’s office this week. It includes 
$540,000 of work to be done, but at 
West Middle the items that need 
attention, according to the list, are 
lighting, the air-handling system and 
some doors and exit lights. Sounds 
like there must be more problems. 

We all are beginning to agree on 
the fact that Andover’s school build- 
ings are badly in need of repair. Now 
we need to go about prioritizing the 
work and finding ess-expensive 
ways of getting it done.

associate professor of management at 
Suffolk University in Boston, where he 
has taught since 1988. Although he says 
he is not really a specialist in negotiat- 
ing, he teaches negotiation. “I believe 
this town is missing negotiation,” he 
told me in a conversation last week. 

In fact, Dr. Mazen, the father of 
Nadeem, age 8, at Bancroft School, pro- 
poses this town add a negotiation coun- 
cil to its list of boards and committees. 
It would be a group that was trained to 
help settle disputes. 

Today, with each school lobbying 
for its needs, a negotiation council 
might be able to see parents, members 
of the School Committee, the superin- 
tendent and the town manager come 
together in a kinder, gentler way, to 
use Selectman Larry Larsen’s vision 
for this town, and to hear each others’ 
sides without becoming alienated and 
stuck in positions. The council would 
help us keep in touch with the idea of 
reaching out to one another, 

I believe Dr. Mazen has much to 
offer this town. Listen to some of his 
ideas. 

“T believe we are not using democra- 
cy efficiently,” he told me. He said we 
should be able to train people to help 
others reduce their defensiveness so 
they could hear, listen, to others. “We 
need to help people learn to negotiate.” 

So, who is this guy, anyway? Well, 
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them to resist the negative influences 
In our culture, such as drug abuse, it 
makes little sense to dismantle those 
few successful, popular programs we 
offer, Participation in these activities 


contribute directly to the feelings of 


self-worth and pride we strive to build 
in our young people. Investment in 
their selfesteem and personal develop- 
ment is an essential and basic respon- 
sibility of every community that prides 
itself in offering the very. best it can to 
its future generation. 

Finally, we recognize the possibility 
of a fee-for-service option as a means to 
maintain the current level of fine arts 
programming. We ask that this be con- 
sidered only as a last resort.

Comparing the 
middle schools 


Editor, Townsman: 

Recently, the Townsman and a 
group of parents brought to light a 
number of disparities between the 
West Middle and Doherty Middle 


schools. Upon my own investigation of 
each school, | found that Doherty was 
indeed in far better condition than 
WMS. Doherty is what one would 
expect of a school in Andover. West 
Middle is not. Something is amiss in 
our priorities when one of our schools 
has been allowed to deteriorate to such 
an extent. 

This is what 1 encountered at WMS: 
poorly lit hallways, broken lockers, a 
90-degree music room (a condition 
which damages musical instruments): 
reports of 50-degree rooms in cold 
weather; old desks and equipment in 
classrooms; an auditorium with heat: 
ing problems, torn seats and a carpet 
that needs replacing; a leaking skylight 
in the Media Center; health classes 
meeting in a back room that has been 
carved out of the original auto shop 
with a cement floor, no ceiling and 
exposed fluorescent bulbs; a gymnasi- 
um with a floor the color of mahogany 
instead of light oak, large air vents 
whose grilles are poorly attached, and 
risers in need of sanding and refinish- 
ing; old gym locker and shower facili- 
ties, a filthy weight room (which may 
not necessarily belong in a middle 
school to begin with); odorous 
restrooms and chem labs; a permeating 
smell of creosote or tar, mounds of saw- 
dust, and old shop machines in the 
industrial arts room; and poor air qual- 
ity in general.

In addition, it has been reported that 
the heaith inspector has recently item 
ized violations in other areas which 
require immediate attention. These are 
not problems to be ignored, further 
studied or relegated to an oversite com 
mittee, as was suggested in the recent 
School Committee meeting. These 
problems need to be corrected either 
by town personnel or outside contrac 
tors. For example, the $10,000 relegated 
to study the air handling system in the 
auditorium would go a long way 
towards ensuring that every classroom 
had a working thermostat which accu- 
rately controlled the heat in that room. 

The West Middle School facility is 
obviously not up to par with Doherty, 
Why has this happened? More impor- 
tantly, how can this be corrected? Do 
we need more money? How much? Can 
it be secured from another part of the 
budget on a one-time basis? Do we need 
funds over and above what is available 
in the budget? Can monies be raised or 
donated for specific projects (e.g. gym, 
lockers, shop, the heating system)? Is 
there a lack of personnel in the mainte- 
nance department? Are the responsi- 
bilities of town versus school mainte. 
nance clearly defined? Are personnel 
adequately trained for the work 
required? Can community service 
help? Can students help? Could the 
School Committee work together with

for one, back in 1976, when he was 
president of the Egyptian student asso- 
ciation for those in school in this coun- 
try and Canada, Dr. Mazen was con- 
cerned with the problem of many Egyp- 
tian students here who wanted to get 
home but couldn’t because they didn’t 
have enough money. By using his 
head, he arranged to meet the right 
people until he finally met Anwar 
Sadat, then president of Egypt. After 
some negotiating, the young Mazen 
persuaded President Sadat to lend his 
private jet to fly some students from 
this country to Egypt. It became an 
annual trip, to fly Egyptian students 
from the United States to Egypt, where 
they would meet government officials. 
If that doesn’t convince you that Dr. 
Mazen has something special to offer 
this town, stick with me, I have more. 
Another Bancroft parent, Nancy 
Stolberg, put together a group of par- 
ents whose idea is to establish more 
trust between parents and school offi- 
cials and others in town. Dr. Mazen is 
active with this group. For now, this 
group favors the idea of alleviating 
crowded schools by adding a down- 
town central school. But this group 
understands that would mean the 


’ senior citizens would have to move 


from their center in the school admin- 
istration offices, where they are cur- 
rently located and where the central 
school would be located. 


Anyway, this group did some role 
playing, and tried to think, “How can 
we, as a group, honor the senior citi- 
zens? How can we reach out to them?” 
in Dr. Mazen’s words. 

The members also role-played, at a 
meeting last Sunday, to understand 
how the parents of West Middle stu- 
dents must feel. 

Dr. Mazen is convinced that the 
town of Andover has the assets to 
become a role model in mediation for 
other communities. 

Andover has what Dr, Mazen calls 
human capital — people who are smart 
and well educated and motivated. It 
has education, lack of apathy, and “our 
activism is rather high.” 

“And we are good, just fun people, 
too,” laughed Dr. Mazen, who has also 
written plays, skits and he does car- 
toons, 

He understands people. He has the 
School Committee pegged. He says the 
golden rule in drama is to have distinc- 
tive characters and the School Com- 
mittee, he points out, has drama. 

Look at the committee’s makeup, he 
suggests. “Some people are hot, some 
people are easy, some people don’t talk. 
So the scenario is right for action.” 

He even suggests we not overlook 
the symbolism of how the School Com- 
mittee sits. Chris Outwin, the chair- 
man, sits in the middle; Susan Dalton 
sits to his left; and Dick Hubbell, to Dr. 


Outwin’s right. Not much gets by Dr. 
Mazen, 

“We need to learn to say, ‘Here’s 
what | think. What do you think?” said 
Dr. Mazen, But what is happening, he 
believes, is people are stuck in defen- 
Sive positions because they feel 
attacked because we feel desperate that 
all of our needs can’t be met. 

He also believes the town needs to 
look at the whole problem, not school- 
by-school, or budget-by-budget. “We 
need to back off and see the whole pic: 
ture,” he offered. 

And he told the story of the boiled 
frog to illustrate his theory. If a frog is 
put into a pot of boiling water, he will 
jump out. But if the frog is put in a pot 
of water that bit by bit is heated to the 
boiling point, it will be boiled to death 
because it will not notice the water 
coming to the boiling point. This town 
will be boiled to death if it doesn’t look 
at the big picture, 


When I suggested to Dr. Mazen that 
one’s ability to listen without becom- 
ing defensive depends on how wounded 
a person is and how much a person 
was filled with love as a child, he did 
not disagree. But still, he believes we 
can help groups negotiate. “People still 
can learn; it’s not easy, but it’s doable,” 
he said, 

I agree with him and I believe we 
should let Dr. Mazen help us.

Selectmen to tackle the problem of 
building maintenance and the appro 
priation of funds or services?

Acid rain is the 
common term for 
acid deposition, 
which takes place in 
any form of precipi- 
tation or as dry depo- 
sition. Not all of the 
pollutants in acid 
rain are acidic; they 
can include ozone 
and heavy metal con- 
taminants. These 
pollutants are given 
off by many sources, 
including industrial 
plants, electric gen- 
erators, home heat- 
ing and automobiles. 
In the air, they can 
travel great dis- 
tances and come 
down on areas far 
from their source. 

Acid rain is a 
Serious threat to bod- 
ies of water, forests, 
buildings, monu-

Shepard, whose best time of 32.7 sec 
onds in the 300 yard dash is just 00.2 off 
the school mark of 32.5 set by Rick 
Collins in the Eastern Regionals at 
Princeton University more than a 
decade ago, was the first AHS track- 
man ever to run the 300 meter distance 
competitively.

He ran an identical time in the trials 
to qualify for the faster of two final 
heats 

“Steve was slotted in lane 5, which 
isn't bad, and he got to the break line in 
first or second place,” said Coach 
Iworsley. “The turns (at Brown) are 
sradual, and when he got to the last 
accidentally bumped him. 
He lost stride and two kids passed him. 

“There was no protest filed because 
things happen occasionally. The 
kid that bumped Steve was hit by some 
who had stumbled. It was like 
a domino effect.” 

The fifth place New England finish 
closed out a superb sprint campaign for 
Shepard, whose only dual meet loss in 
the 300 was to Methuen’s Dave Carney 
in a photo finish.
